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STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-2, 4-5 and 21 are allowable over the closest prior art to Lambeth et al. (US 
624846). Lambeth teaches a seedlayer formed from a AINiTi material. The reference fails to 
teach or suggest the use of the claimed TiAl alloy layer having 35-65 at% of each of Al and Ti. 
The prior art fails to teach or suggest a motivation to modify Lambeth to achieve this particular 
composition. 

Claims 6-7, 9-10, and 19-20 are allowable over the closest prior art to Ueno (US 
6159625). Ueno teach a magnetic recording medium having a substrate, a NiAlZr layer, a Cr 
alloy underlayer and Co alloy magnetic layer (see Table 3 and Example 4). However, the 
reference fails to teach or suggest the specific amounts of the claimed elements. With respect to 
claims 19-20, the reference fails to teach or suggest a motivation to add an additional Cr 
underlayer or a CoCr intermediate layer in below the magnetic layer.
